fragments of bone into the ndjiioeut soft 
parts, and lodging bolow tho puncroas, 
about two inches and a halC to the left ot 
the spine, and behind tlio peritoneum, 
where it had become completely en- 
cysted. 


"The immediate cause of Jdoath was 


secondary hemorrhage from one ot the 
meseutrio arteries adjoining the track of 
the ball; the blood ^rupturing'tho peri- 
toneum and nearly a pint escaping into 
tho abdominal cavity. 


"The i.hemorrhage is believed to have 
been the oaone oE tho severe pain in the 
lower part of tho chest complained ot 
just before death.' 


"An abscess cavity, six inches by four 


in dimensions, was found in tho vicinity 
of. the gall bladder, between tho liver and 
the traverse colon, which were strongly 
interaclherent. It did not. involve tho 
substance ot the liver, and no communi- 
cation was found between it aud the 
wound. 


"Along tlje suppuration a channel ex- 
tended from'the external wound between 
the loin muscles and the right kidney al- 
most to the right groin.
